Vosburgh delivered a powerful sermon 
on the straggles of the Christian, his self- 
love, his striving after righteousness and 
his abiding love for Jesus Christ, with 
the BBsnranoe of receiving a reward in 
the kingdom and personal identification 
with the Savior. It was a thoughtful 
discourse and was delivered with much 
feeling. 


IBB BESIGNATION. 


With an air of reluctance and evident 


regret, immediately following the ser- 
mon Bev. Vosbnrgh stood up before bia 
people and read his resignation as fol- 
lows: 


DBJATUB, It L., April 27th, 1890. 


To tl\t Pint Baptist Omrrt, Decatur, 111: 


MY D.EAB PEOPLE—I hereby tender to you 


my resignation as pastor ot this church, to t.iku 
effect the last d&y ol May, In order to accept the 
pastorate of tne First Baptist church of Elgin, 
Illinois, to which I have been called. 


Almost seven years have passed since I began 


my labors here as your pasior. Our Heavenly 
Father has richly blest our united efforts. How 
steadily and rapidly we have gone onward and 
upward from small beginnings to higher and 
better things you all know. The Great Heart of 
the church has helped us to make an epoch In 
church history here. An upward epoch, strongly 
marked along every line of work and chtuacter 
building. I have sought by all the powers of my 
being to advance the kingdom ot Christ In this 
city, to bring it Into the foreground of the peo- 
ple's thougnt and to keep It there, and especially 
to aggrandize the Baptist church and to make it 
a prominent and positive force in the moral and 
spiritual life of this community. Seven ot the 
best years of my life have been devoted to tills 
work. The impelling power in the upward 
movement of all moral and spiritual life Is the 
heart throb of some man or men: and it must 
throb in such a strong, positive, unselfish man- 
ner as to incarnadine the movement with its 
blood. Success in this work Is so divine a thing 
that It can be obtained In no other way. "He 
saved others. Himself he cannot save" Is as true 
of the servant as it was of the Master. I have 
sought to realize this principle in my life and 
work among you in so far as human natuie 
could. 


During all these busy, aggressive years we 


have moved together in the dear and sweet com- 
panionship of love. If In this large church of 
nearly COO members there is one who wishes me 
to retire or who cuerlshts the least unkindllness 
of feeling toward uie, I do not know It. With 
profound gratitude to Almighty God, I shall al- 
ways cherish most tenderly the noble-hearted 
men and women who have stood unflinchingly 
by my side In tills glorious work. From the 
depths of my heart I thank God for having 
called me to labor In this church and city; ami 
especially for permitting me to have been the 
Instrument in leading hundreds of souls to 
Christ and of upbuilding you In Him To be 
permitted to help a soul heavenward Is the 
highest honor God confers upon us and the 
highest service man can render to his fellow 
man. 


I have no fears of your future; that is assured. 


You are a strong church now. I leave you thor- 
oughly united and at the height of numerical, 
financial and spiritual prosperity. 


To part from you rends my heart, and nothing 


but the call of duty could induce me to take this 
step, for I love yon devotedly and I believe I am 
beloved by you. My prayers will ever ascend 
for you as a church and as Individuals Pray 
for me that (iod may make me, In the truost, 
broadest meaning of the word, a real blessing to 
my fellow men.

As the reading proceeded the pastor 


was moved to tears and at times the 
words were spoken with a painful effort. 
The handkerchief was used frequently to 
wipe away the tears which partly blinded 
the eyes, and the choking utterances at 
intervals were but heard only by those 
nearest the rostrum. The congregation 
was visibly affected, and ladies left the 
ohnrch with tears in their eyes, tenrs 
which their will could not hide. 


When the pastor took his seat Brother 


I. A. Buckingham arose and made an 
attempt to give individual expression to 
the sadness and regret that filled his 
heart at parting with Dr. Yoeburgh. In 
a choking voice he said his departure was 
like losing a brother. On his motion the 
resignation was referred to the advisory 
board of the church, to report to the con- 
gregation at the meeting to be held 
Wednesday evening of this week. 


After singing the congregation was 


dismisssed with the bendiotion. 


It was some tioe before Dr. Vosburgh 


could leave the church, BE many mem- 
bers pressed forward to express their 
personal regret and to wish him god- 
speed.

CHICAGO, April 27.—A special to the 


Berald from Minneapolis says Marie 
Wainwright did not appear at cither the 
afternoon or evening performances at 
the Harris Theater yesterday, and in 
all probability will never bo seen on 
tho stage again.

Her real ailment 
is hemorrhage of tho brain, which has 
caused, in addition, a partial loss of sight 
of one eye. Miss Wainwright is billed 
to play in Chicago this week, and left 
Friday night, on the evening train, in 
spite of the advico of her physician, 
who protested strenuously against her 
going, and warned her of the probable 
consequences. 


An Entirs Town Blown Away. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 27.—A spe- 


cial to the Gazette says that Yorkville, 
a village a few miles southwest of Cot- 
ton Plant, in Woodruff County, was en- 
tirely blown away during a heavy wind 
and rain storm early yesterday morning.

Congressional Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The Senate 


during the coining week will dispose ol 
the Land-grant Forfeiture bill, the Pen- 
sion Appropriation bill, and possibly 
the Customs Administratien bill known 
as the McKinley bill. The Land-grant 
Forfeiture bill remains the unfinished 
business on the calendar, and the in- 
tention is to take it up immediately 
at the conclusion of th 3 morning busi- 
ness to-day, and proceed with its dis- 
cussion until it is disposed of. It is 
likely that the appropriations commit- 
tee will attempt to sandwich the Pen- 
siwi bill in between this measure and 
the McKinloy bill. The Appropriation 
bill has no place in the order of busi- 
ness, but the other business of the Sen- 
ate must give it right of way. It was 
thought at first that the McKinley bill 
would go through the Senate without 
opposition in

In that committee, and there will be no 
Democratic opposition of importance on 
the floor of the Senate. But opposition 
has developed in a now quarter, and it 
promises to delay by a day or two the 
passage of the bill. Mr. Evarts has an- 
nounced his intention of offering some 
amendments to the bill as reported 
from the committee, the chief of which 
is a proposition that all final judg- 
ments, when in favor of the importer, 
shall be paid by the Secretary of the 
Treasury from the permanent and defin- 
ite appropriation provided for in the 
bill. This proposed amendment does 
not meet with the sanction of the mem- 
bers of the committee, and its intro- 
duction is likely to lead to some de- 
bate. 


It is the intention of the Republican
